Overtures 
made by the teamsters were reciprocated by 
a certain prominent member of the Commer- 
clal Exchange. be settlement proposed, to 
be sure, was cc. -iderable of a compromise 
for the teamsters, but under the circum- 
stances it was a good one. Shea balked all 
plans and aroused a lot of enmity in the joint 
council.

Verdict of Coroner’s Jory. 


The verdict of the coroner’s jury today lent 
color to the foregoing theory in part. The 
verdict in the case of Media Pyle was: | 

“ The undersigned jurors, sworn to inquire 
of the death of Media Pyle, on oath do find 
that she came to her death from injuriés 
sufficient to render her unconscious, her 
body being thrown in the Pecatonica river 
— some party or parties to the jury un- 

nown.“ 

The jury in the case of Mrs. Young simply 
returned a verdict of suicide by drowning. 

The verdict in the case of Media Pyle was 
based on the testimony of three physicians, 
who stated as their belief that the girl was 
unconscious, but not dead, when she entered 
the water from the fact that her lungs were 
filled with air and that there wasa contusion 
on the temple which seemed to have been 
caused before her death. Two other physi- 
cians, however, testified to a contrary opin- 
ion. The jury gave weight to the preponder- 


ance of evidence and inclined to the murder 


theory. 
Girl Murdered by Woman? 

The police, after a careful investigation, 
give it as their belief that Mrs. Young and 
the girl went to the river Wednesday night 
with the intention of drowning themselves, 
as \they repeatedly had threatened to do. 
After they had partly disrobed the young 
girl’s courage failed her and she refused to 
throw herself into the water. The police 
believe that Mrs. Young, angered at the 
girl’s refusal to die according to their agree- 
ment, struck her a heavy blow in the head, 
making her temporarily unconscious, and

The police say Mrs. Young 
could easily have rendered the fragile girl 
senseless with a blow of her fist. 

The police have been unable to find any 
other-clew which points to any other thing. 
There have been stories in circulation that 
Mrs. Young and Media Pyle had been seen 
with two strange men on Tues- 
day afternoon and night. The police do not 
dispute this, but they say that it was noth- 
ing uncommon for Mrs. Young or the girl 
Media to be seen in company with 
men.

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I RUSSIAN PARLIAMENT. 
"The legislative body which the czar is to 


ire his subjects will, from the American 
OF English point of view, be only a shadow 


of a legislature. It will have authority to 
recommend, to discuss, to ask questions. It 
Will be allowed to prepare drafts of laws, but 
the real law making power will remain with 
the czar. So will the power to impose taxes 
and determine how the proceeds shall be 
spent. The Russian legislative body will be 
permitted to discuss budgets, but not to 
make them. 7 

Apparently it will have no more power 
than the present council of the empire. That 
body, composed of grand dukes, ministers, 
and several high civil, religious, and mili- 
tary dignitaries, has no initiative. It simply 
investigates legislation suggested by a min- 
ister. and referred to it by the emperor. 
After the pros and cons have been looked 
into Dy a committee and discussed by the 
whole body the opinions of the majority and 
the minority are submitted to the emperor 
and he decides between them. 

Autocratic government ends when the 
representatives of the people get control of 
the purse strings, and not until then. There- 
fore it will not end in Russia with the es- 
tablishment in a few months of the pro- 
posed parliamentary régime. A body will 
be ereated which can petition the czar to 
lessen onerous taxes, but which cannot vote 
their repeal. It will be unable to bring 
the executive department to terms by re- 
fusing to vote supplies. 

It will de no small gain for the Rus- 
sian people to have something in the nature 
of a representative body which is free to 
diseuss public questions and whose debates 
are given publicity. There will be an op- 
portunity for a free expression of popular 
Sefitiment, This is something that Russia 
has never bad. A fegislature which can 
merely petition, criticise, or advise may not 
seem much of a legislature to Americans, 
but it has in it the germ of greater things. 
A popular assembly which begins by hum- 
bly praying may end by giving orders. 

it may be that the Russians are not yet 
competent to elect by any aprroach to popu- 
lar suffrage a legislature qualified to exer- 

tise wisely extensive powers. It may be 
that & consultative and advisory body will 

best meet the needs of the moment. The 
educated classes Of Russia will make the 
best use they can of the rudimentary and 
primitive parliament which is to be given 
them. They will try to make of ita step- 
ping stone to higher things, and in the course 
Of time they will doubtless succeed. 

For the present the peace and well being 
of Russia wil! have to depend, not on the 
Wisdom of any legislative body which may 
be convetied a few months hence, but on the 
wisdom ofthe czar. Peace is the first need 
ef his country and then something to check

He may feel more at liberty when 
he is on the ocean making out his report. 

It counts for nothing that out of courtesy | 
Mr. Dalrymple did not throw unlimited cold 
water on the mayor's policy. It would make | 
no difference if he had been as close mouthed | 
at Philadelphia as he was here. ; It is true 
whether he said it or not, that “ there must 
be a revolution in political conditions in- 
Amerien before municipal ownership of 
such public utilities as street railroads and 
gas plants, “ will fit in. here.” Men who 
are not d ers, or who do not seek in 
municipal ownership greater influence and 
power for their political machines, knew 
that before Mr. Dalrymple set foot ou the 
American shore. “ 

Of course, he did not say to Mayor Dunne 
that the people of Chicago are not as able, 
intelligent, and honest as those of Glasgow 
or any Puropean city. It would net have 
been polite. It would not, generally speak- 
ing, have been true. In some respects the 
people of Chicago are more able and intetli- 
gent than those of Glasgow. In some re- 
spects they are equally able and intelligent, 
and in others—the art of municipal govern- 
ment, for instance—they are not. As for 
comparative honesty it is better to say noth- 
ing on that point at a time when Mr. Dris- 
coll is unburdening himself to the grand 
jury. No such revelations as those Chicago- 
ans are reading are being made in Glasgow. 
No labor leaders in that city are accused of | 
grafting. | 

If the people of Chicago understood tne 
art of municipal government as well as 
those of Glasgow do they would haye put 
in office years ago officials Who would have 
given them a.decent water system and an. 
adequate sewerage system. They would 
have elected officials who would have stead- 


lly swept dirt and rioters from the streets. |. 


Chicagoans have preferred a political ad- 
ministration of municipal functions with all | 


to the Glasgow brand of business adminis- 
tration. That is not proof of intelligence. 


They have allowed the water works, the | 


police force, the streets, the entire manage- 
ment of city affairs to be politicalized, and 
then have often wondered why they did 
not have more efficient government. 
The less said in a proud and boastful way 
about the ability and intelligence of the peo- | 
ple of Chicago the better, as long as their 
highest ideal of municipal administration | 
is something soaked and steeped in politics. 
So long as they remain in that state of mind 
the more municipal ownership they get the f 
worse off will they be. E

MR. JEROME ON HIGH FINAN | 

Mr. Jerome is right. The eminent gen- 
tlemen who relieve people of their money 
by the methods of high finance are as guilty 
morally, and ought to be as guilty legally, 
as the confidence man who sells gold bricks. 

Mr. Jerome referred especially to the offi- 
cials of the Equitable Life, but there are 
many other men in the world of high finance 
whose methods are as nefarious as those 
he condemns. They do not sell unsophisti- 
cated countrymen green goods, but they 
sell unsophisticated small investors inflated 
securities. When they collapse the savings 
of years are lost. These men do not forge 
checks or raise notes, but they do not hesi- 
tate to squeeze the life out of persons they 
have induced to put money into their enter- } 
prises if they consider it to their selfish in- 
terest to do so. ‘ 

Recognizing the fact that the buccaneer- 
ing methods of the exponents of high finance 
are morally as indefensible as those of other 
classes who live by dishonestly appropriat- 
ing money and property that does not be- 
long to them, and that the economical and 
social effects of their operations are wide- 
spread and baneful, Mr. Jerome demands 
that they be made punishable by law. Like 
President Roosevelt, he thinks we should 
“ shackle greed as we have shackled force.” 
European countries have done so and the. 
United States ought to. 

The remedy proposed by Mr. Jerome 
seems the only one for existing conditions. 
Many men seem not to know that there are 
moral as well as legal wrongs. They seem 
not to know there is a sphere of ethics, and 
that a man who keeps just within the law 
may be about as great a rascal as one who | 
breaks it. As long as there are men who 
will not be honest unless compelled to by 
law there must be new laws enacted to meet 
the new forms of stealing and robbery their 
wicked ingenuity may devise.

no one will the death of Baron Na- 
‘thaniel Rothschild at Vienna be more 
sincerely mourned than by Princess 
Pauline Metternich, of whom he was 

a particular favorite. He cared noth- 

ing whatsoever for business, but devoted 
himself entirely to society,. philanthropy, 


and hospitality. The princess invariably } 


used to get him to take charge of all her in- 
numerable fétes and entertainments in be- 
half of charity and was wont to designate 
him jokingly as Mein Haus- Jude (my 
house Jew) in remembrance of the time 
when each of the grand fagnilies of the Aus- 
trian uristocracy had a Jewish factor at- 
tached to their household to nage all the 
thereof and 
who went by the name oft Haus-Jude.” 
Indeed, the fortunes of the now powerful 
Rothschild dynasty may be said to date 
from the time when old Meyer Rothschild 
entered the service of the reigning elector of 
Hesse-Cassel as his house-Jew. When the 
elector was forced by the French invasion 
under Napoleon to take to flight he left 
money to the amount of some $5,000,000 in 
the hands of his Haus-Jude, having neither 
receipt nor any kind of paper to show that 
he had confided any money to Meyer Roths- 
child. On the fall of Napoleon the elector, 
who had never dreamed of seeing his money 
again, was gratified to receive a notification 
from his Haus-Jude to the effect that it 
was perfectly safe and that by dint of careful 
management and fortunate investments he 
had trebled the origi capital and that the 
entire amount, save for the charges of man- 
ment, was at the disposal of the elector. 
e latter was so delighted that at the con- 
gress of Vienna he was never tired of tell- 
ing the story to the assembled sovereigns 
and plenipotentiaries and thus gave the 
Rothschild banking house An advertisement 
of unp ented and unparalleled value. One 
of the immediate results thereof was that 
the Austrian government transferred its en- 
tire financial business to the Rothschilds, 
who established a branch at Vienna, and so 
great were the services of the firm to the 
imperial exchequer that already in 1817 
Meyer's son, Solomon, in charge of the | 
Viennese house, was ennobled by the em- 
peror, the entire family being raised to the 
rank of Austrian barons in 1822. 


— 
The late Baron Natty Rothschild, 
whose appearance was Falstafflan and who 
was the most genial of bon vivants until 
overtaken three years ago by the malady to 
which he has at length succumbed, was an 
extremely witty man and invariably man- 
aged to get even, usually in an amusing 
manner, with those who had intentionally 
slighted him. The°’way in which he got the 
better of the late Archduke Charles Louis 
may be cited as an illustration. Finding 
that the archduke had established his sum- 
mer residence at Reichenau, one of the most 


the baron proceeded to purchase 
through a third party a largé tract of ground 


archduke. He then erected a magnificent 
chateau which completely cast in the shade 
the country seat of the archduke, and gfter 
having it furnished took up his residence 
there for a short time, establishing a num- 
ber of superb greenhouses and conservato-

The archduke, extremely indignant at what 
he regarded as the impudence of the baron, 
set to work to render the financier’s sojourn

some friends over the Rothschild orchid 
houses, adding that he did not wish that the 
baron himself should be disturbed, this being 
equivalent to an intimation that he did not 
desire to see him. , | - 

* Natty,” with a degree of spirit and inde- 
pendence which pleased instead of offended 
the Viennese, declined to grant the favor 
which the archduke had requested in so pe- 
culiar a fashion, and for once in his life. 
Charles Louis, then heir to the throne, found 
a door closed to his Imperial face, and that 
door the door of a much despised Jew. His 
indignation knew no bounds, and instead of 
kéeping the matter to himself he at once 
published far and wide the insult to which 
he claimed he had been subjected. 

The baron was so pleased by the manner 
in which the greater portion of society in 
Vienna took his side in the dispute that he 
thereupon took steps to put Mto execution 
without any further delay the projects which 
he had been maturing for some time, He 
wrote a letter to the city government of 
Vienna offering to present to it his chateau 
and park of Reichenau, valued together at a 
couple of million florins or more, for use asa 
convalescent home for consumptives, and to 
make the matter more painted he suggested 
that it should constitute an annex and 
branch establishment of that particular 
Viennese hospital of which the archduke was 
president. Of course, a tremendous row en- 
sued, and owing to the pronounced opposi- 
tion of the archduke, who did not relish the 
idea of having a consumptive hospital so 
near his summer home, the baron’s offer was 
declined, the archduke being subjected to 
much popular odium and popular denuncia- 
tion in connection therewith. | 

The baron therzupon presented the estate 


with a handsome endowment, for use as a 
home for invalid soldiers. The gift aroused 
so much enthusiasm in military circles that 
the archduke no longer deemed it politic to 
stand in the way of the baron’s philanthropic 
intentions, threw up the sponge. resolved to 
himself to withdraw from Reichenau, and 
put up his country seat there for sale. The 
baron immediately purchased it, adding It to 
his institution for old soldiers, the emperor, 
who has throughout his reign shown himself 
most progressive and liberal in his dealings 
with his Jewish subjects, conferring upon 
** Natty the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Francis Joseph by way of recognition of his 
generosity. ; | 


In none of the obituaries which have ap- 
peared of the late Baron Alphonse Roth- 
schild, the head of the Paris house of this 
great international financial @ynasty, has 
any mention been made of his political sym- 
pathies, which are nevertheless worthy of 
being placed on record, as he almost brought 
about a monarchical restoration during the 
second or third year of the existence of the 
present republic. As a young man during 
the reign of King Louis Philippe he had been 
intimate with that ruler’s sons, especially 
with the eldest, the most brilliant and en- 


lightened of them all, the jate duke of Or- 


leans, And although after the establish- 
ment of the empire he gave his support in 
financial matters to the government of Na- 
poleon III., and even entertained him and 
Empress Eugenie at his chateau of Fer- 
riéres, yet he never made any concealment 
of his friendship for the members of the 
house of Orleans and protected their financial 
interests throughout their twenty-two years 
of exfle: « é 
After the overthrow of the empire and the 
institution of the present republic the Or- 
leans princes were permitted to return to 
France and in 1872 the: baron gave a most 
remarkable reception in honor of the Count 
and Countess de Paris at his splendid man- 
sion in the Rue St. Florentin, which had 
been the home of the great Talleyrand. It 
partook of the nature of a political manifesta- 
tion, the major part of the grand monde at 
Paris passing before the count and countess 
with profound bows and ¢urtsies, in fact. 
according to them the homage due to a king 
and queen, just, as if at court. Moreover, 
the baron took an active part in the move- 
ment, subsequently made, in the national 
assembly, to restore the monarchy, and

as serve the public’s need. 
The proposed commission will consist of

The recommendation that a commission 
be appointed to solve the problem which 
has aroused the council was made without 
any serious objection from the west side 
aldermen, although the action is generally 
regarded as against the Union park plan. 
The municipal art advocates are in favor 
of grouping the city’s buildings upon the 
Axe front and should Mayor Dunne appoint
